Councilman Cedillo's staff will be presenting alternatives to the much-needed N. Figueroa bike lanes. 
The community has voiced its support for calming traffic along a corridor that sees one death per year 
and hundreds of collisions (822 in the last 10 years). Bike lanes would not only provide a dedicated 
space for bicyclists, but it would also slow down traffic to benefit all users of the road. 

So why are we considering bike lanes on streets other than N. Figueroa? How does this address the 
safety concern we have been echoing on N. Figueroa along parks, schools, and recreational centers?

Generally held the last week of September, Banned Books Week celebrates the right to choose books 
freely without censorship. 
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The American Library Association’s (ALA) Office for Intellectual Freedom has recorded more than 
10,000 book challenges since beginning to document cases in 1990. A challenge is a formal, written 
complaint requesting a book be removed from library shelves or school curriculum. 

Many of the books that top the list are children’s books. In 2013, the top banned book in America was 
the Dave Pilkey’s Captain Underpants, most frequently challenged for potty language and toilet humor. 

Check out the American Library Association’s top 10 banned books of 2013:

The Hunger Games, by Suzanne Collins 
•Reasons: Religious viewpoint, unsuited to age group 

A Bad Boy Can Be Good for A Girl, by Tanya Lee Stone 

•Reasons: Drugs/alcohol/smoking, nudity, offensive language, sexually explicit 

Looking for Alaska, by John Green 

•Reasons: Drugs/alcohol/smoking, sexually explicit, unsuited to age group 
The Perks of Being a Wallflower, by Stephen Chbosky 

•Reasons: drugs/alcohol/smoking, homosexuality, sexually explicit, unsuited to age group 
Bless Me Ultima, by Rudolfo Anaya 

•Reasons: Occult/Satanism, offensive language, religious viewpoint, sexually explicit 

Bone (series), by Jeff Smith 

•Reasons: Political viewpoint, racism, violence 

According to the ALA, “Banned Books Week brings together the entire book community — librarians, 
booksellers, publishers, journalists, teachers, and readers of all types — in shared support of the 
freedom to seek and to express ideas, even those some consider unorthodox or unpopular.”

Four people have been arrested in a shooting near a Mt. Washington park 
September 20, 2014, 9:34 AM 

Four people were in custody Saturday morning in what Los Angeles police were describing as a 
gang-related shooting near a Mt. Washington park.. 

The victim was sitting with his girlfriend on the edge of Moon Canyon Park after 1 a.m. Saturday when a 
man accompanied by three women approached, according to police. Officer Liliana Preciado said the 
man asked the victim where he was from and then opened fire, striking the victim numerous times in the 
upper body. 

The victim was in stable condition Saturday morning at a local hospital, Preciado said. 

The gunman and his companions fled on foot, but were later apprehended, Preciado said. The 
investigation is ongoing and no charges have been filed yet, she said.

For cineastes wild for the art of moviemaking, planning and launching and running a robust film festival 
can have challenges outside whether there's enough butter for the popcorn machine. 

On the one hand you want to rock that magical quality of "cred," whatever that may mean (but it means 
a lot for film lovers who value an authentic spirit). But you want to be known wide, in a close community, 
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and, if you're lucky, land in a neighborhood that many film professionals call home. 

Enter the Highland Park Independent Film Festival, a relatively newer kid on the film fest block that's 
managed to make true creative connections in and around its Figueroa Street location. Set to unspool 
from Thursday, Oct. 9 through Sunday, Oct. 12, the HPFF will feature up-and-coming flicks over the 
four-dayer, including a number of films made by people who live within shouting distance of the Highland 
Theatre. 

Community? Cred? Check and check. 

"Water and Power," a flick set in East LA and directed by Richard Montoya, opens the festival on Oct. 9. 
"Hay Days," "Bella Vita," and a calvalcade of short films shall follow. 

Festival organizers shall Q&A with filmmakers and people involved with the movies, and, as is festival 
tradition, hobnobbing and the making of fruitful connections - fingers crossed - should be in full force. 
(Disclosure: The test's graphic designer, Luisa Frias, is a pal to this blogger.) 

In the capital of moviedom, not every neighborhood, or even city, boasts its own film festival or way to 
showcase the movie-creating locals who call the immediate area home. Those that do, however, like the 
HPIFF, keep that close-to-the-ground good vibery flowing while building a wider name in a city where 
one or two filmmakers happen to live. 

May such cred-blessed cinema gatherings forever grow upon LA soil. And, big mondo festivals? You're 
good, too, but keep looking to local tests for all the right ways to keep it real.
